Jeffries In the first half of the tenth 
round of their light here. 
Corbett 


stood not the slightest chance from 
the first. With all his cleverness he 
•was almost outpointed by Jeffries dur- 
ing the early part of the encounter, 
and the blows he succeeded in land- 
log were apparently without sting. 


The end came shortly after the be- 


ginning of the tenth round, when Jef- 
fries planted one of his terrific left 
swings on Corbett's stomach. 
The 


man who conquered John L. Sullivan 
dropped to the floor In agony, and the 
memorable scene at 
Carson City, 


irhen Bob Fltzsimmons landed his so- 
lar plexus blow, was almost duplicat- 
es. 


This time, however, Corbett strug- 


gled to his feet and again faced his 
.gigantic adversary. 
With hardly a 


moment's hesitation Jeffries swung 
Ills right and again landed on Cor- 
Lett's stomach. Jim dropped to the 
floor, and then It was that Tommy 
Ryan, seeing that It was all over, mo- 
tioned to Referee Graney to stop the 
punishment. 


Jeffries Has Improved. 


The fight demonstrated beyond all 


doubt that Jeffries stands alone In his 
class. 
He showed remarkable Im- 


provement In both speed and skill. He 
•was never In better condition. 
He 


looked llglvter than usual, and the 
•way he moved about on his feet and 
the frequency with which he coun- 
tered Corbett's leads astonished every- 
body. 


Corbett, In comparison with the big 


man opposed 
to 
him, looked very 


light, but was really heavier than 
•ever before. 
He appeared to have 


lost some of his old-time speed and 
skill during the early part of the fight, 
but this may have been due to Jef- 
fries' marvelous Improvement. Cor- 
'belt's physical condition appeared to 
'be all that he had claimed for It. He 
•stood many of Jeffries' terrific blows 
•without 
wincing, and 
came 
back 


swinging lefts and rights and landing 
frequently, but his blows hardly stung 
Jeffries. 


Corbett Is Cautious. 


Jeffries was not only stronger, fast- 


•er.ond cleverer than ever before, but 
he used his head to better purpose, 
and, although Corhutt would hit him 
bard enough to hurt an ordinary man 
Jeffries would bore right In without 
noticing the blows, and would deliver 
telling hits that materially helped in 
deciding the result of the fight. 


At first Corbett was very cautious, 


and apparently was outixiintcd by Jef' 
fries, but later In the fight he warmed 
up and showed some of his old-tlmo 
cleverness. 
From the first, however, 


Jt tvas generally regarded as a hope 
less case for Corbett. He made a gal 
lant fight, but he never stood a show 
to win. 


After the fight was over Corbett 


•quickly recovered, walked over to Jeff' 
ries and shook him warmly by tho 
band. 


"Jim. you beat me fairly," he said. 


"You stand alone. Xo one can touch 
you." 


Referee Eddie Graney said after tho 


flgbt that It was a great heavy-weight 
contest. 


Every Blow Counts. 


"Corbett was very clever, but Jeff- 


ries was almost equally so, and show- 
ed marvelous Improvement. He prac- 
tically outboxed Corbett during the 
fight, with the exception of the" eighth 
and ninth rounds. 
Every blow that 


he landed told, and his superior weight 
and strength were bound to win In tho 
«nd." 


Time-Keeper George Halting stated 


that the blows that won tin fight were 
a left to tho stomach followed by a 
right to the same place, as soon as 
Corbett arose to his feet tfter taking 
the count of nine. 


"It was tho best fight J;Ifrles ever 


made, and astonished even those who 
had placed Implicit faith IE. his ability 
to win," said Hartlng. 


During the fight Corbott talked con- 


tinuously to Jeffries, and to the ref- 
eree made a number of facetious re- 
marks. He was game to £i» end, and 
•whenever Jeffries landed a blow would 
make a Jesting remark. 
In tho sixth 


round, during a clinch. Just after Jeff- 
ries had punished him severely, ho 
remarked to the referee' 


"Watch him. Eddie; b/i's trying to 


knock me out."

A force of 430 
men from tin? war ships In the harbor 
•tole up In rowboatw nml tried to storm 
the walls. Tho southerners were ready 
with n warm welcome nnd killed, 
•wounded and captured about one-third 
of the assailants. 


For more than n week the Federal 


Ironclads In the channel nnd batteries 
on land pounded the walls of the fort 
and ground them to more heaps of dust 
In some places; still the garrison clung 
to the ruin. The Confederates evacu- 
ated Ilatjery Wagner the night of Sept. 
7 nnd the fall of that stronghold raised 
tbe cry In the besieging army and 
navy. "On to Charleston!" Turing the 
8th tho Ironclnd Weehnwken steamed 
up toward the fort to recoiinoltcr. She 
grounded nnder the lire of the Confed- 
erate guns nnd the Patapsco nnd 'I,e- 
ilgh went to her aid. The Patapsco 
dashed up to within ir»0 yards of Sum- 
ter and the outlook did not sec a man 
nor n gtm on the sea face of the work.
